habitants took their part, with zeal and ea. 
„Serness in this measure, disastrons, as it is, 
ta their private interests, whose object was to 
prevent their country from faliing uader 
the yoke of a forcigner:=—=They are not, 
beveriheless, the only persons wio adopted 
tiis generous system of conduct. Every city 
in the line of march of the French army, was 
iavariably abandoned, and alt articles of 
provisions likely - to prove useful to the 
Enemy, were entirely destroyed by those to 
whom they belonged. 

Ft now remains for us to give, from the 
information we have collected, a summary of 
the operations of both arinies after the battle 
of Borndino. Ft is suicientiy est-biished 
that the French were obliged to retreat to a 
distance of 20 miles after this affair. The 
Russians, on the contrary, remained Masters 
of the Field of Battle. What a dreaüfel 
scene were they obliged to witness on the fol. 
lowing day, when they had to bury the re. 
mains of 14,000 of their countrymen.—The 
putrefaction of so great a number of boilies, 
alone, was sufficisat to drive them away from 
the spot. ‘They, in consequence, retired on 
the Bih, to a distance of 12 miles, and esta- 
blished their herdequarters at Zwenigorsd. 
General Kutasoff had received a reinforeen 
ment fron Moscow, previous to the battle; 
and another the day foilowing. It- is proba- 
ble, then, that Rostopchin joiard him with a 
great part of the Moscow Mulita.lt would 
aowever seem, that the great road from Ma. 
jrtek to Moscow presented no advaaragesus 
position to the ussian army, bui if eey 
continaed to keep it, Baronaparte mast have 
then detached a body of his choice men to- 
wards the South, by the indirect road of 
Kulouga, 


We may, under these circumstances, venture 
to say, that the French entered Moscow by 
stratag m, and that frding. the Cuty destitute 
of the means of defence, they easily succeeded 
in getting possessiou of part: of it but not 
without some resistance, 

Fhe principal streets in Moscow have their 
gates on alt direetions, ard a considerable 
farce was pot necessary, in the first tostinc”, 
to have presented th: Franch dispersug about 
the City. The Nooiity, Merchaats, aud ch: 
greatest part of the Lanabitanis bal qustted 
it, previous to the arrival of the French: and 
if we believe their own Bulletin, it appears 
that a few desperate men were left behind, 
wao defended the City with intrepidity ; Lt is 
however dificult to decide wiether they, or 
the French were the first who set it on firc. 
There was bombardment from both sides, and 
we even conjecture that the strugsle lasted 
three days, for the Bulletin, after intimating 
that, on the 14th, the Russians set fire to the 
exchange, adds that on the 16th, a strong 
wind sorang up and that 3 or 400 wretches 
set firz to the City in 500 different places. 

If such a number of man couid get into 
the City to carry into execution a scheme of 
this kind, it is evident that the ensmy were 
not at the time entirely master of it. 


This part of the Bulletin contains the 
bare-faced avowal of an unbounded contempt 
for all the principles of the Law of nations, 
Wich can never be expressed without stamp 
ing it with the horrors it inspires. The

Our speculations, however, do not rest on 
the Military catcalations alone. we have still 
more solid grounds of hope, they are founded 
on the warm attachment of «the Russians to 
their Native country, and on their high res. 
pet for the institutions of their ancestors, 
waich invariably eharacterize them, Bona. 
parte is an able Generai and a great Politician, 
bui beis shumefuily ignorant of the faculties 
ef the human heart. 

He was nat able to calculate upon the re. 
sults of the war in Spain ; and the same causes 
will ezualiy delude him ia his exnectations 
in those of the wac in Mnssia. All the Date 
riotie Ínhabitants of this great metropolis 
of Moscow have abandoned the seat of their 
riches and luxury as well as their comforts. 
This is an event ef which Bonaparte had 
never before formed an idea. A resolution 
so MaZhanimous must have astontshed him 
mien more then his own successes. If the 
Kussians continue to act upon the same 
principies they have now adopted, they will 
become an invincible Nation. May they 
never abandon their public spirit, their coure 
age and attachment to their Country until
